Doug Martin is still mayor 
of Fort Erie. As for Ann-Marie 
Noyes, a second recount of 
votes from October’s may- 
oral contest Friday has put 
the town’s 2010 municipal 
election to bed once and for 
all. 

"Relieved," Martin said 
moments after being 
declared the winner of a 
court-ordered recount 
Friday. “I’ve been somewhat 
reluctant to get too involved 
(in town business) because I 
didn’t know what the out¬ 
come was going to be. But 
now that it’s officially over 
and I believe this is the end, I 
believe it showed that we've 
gone through every ballot, 
we’ve gone through every 
disputed ballot, we’ve gone 
through them all, face up.... I 
can just get down to work 
and go from there.”

Martin took home 4,839 
votes compared with Noyes’ 
4,834. There were eight dis¬ 
puted ballots, four of which 
went in favour of Noyes, two 
that went to Martin. Two 
disputed ballots were 
declared invalid. 

The process at the 
Leisureplex Banquet Hall 
took place after all parties 
involved in three months of 
litigation related to an 
application with the 
Ontario Superior Court of 
Justice for a recount in the 
Oct. 25 mayoral race agreed 
on procedures drafted by 
town clerk Carolyn Kett last 

Ballots cast for mayor 
were fed through vote-tabu¬ 
lating machines face up. 
Any ballot returned or 
refused was visually 
inspected by the candidates 
and their representatives. 
The clerk determined any 
disputed ballots. 

On election night Oct. 25, 


Martin took 4,836 votes, 
while Noyes won 4,832. An 
electronic recount was held 
Nov. 9, where Martin was 
declared the winner with 
4,836 votes to Noyes’ 4,831. 

Bill Brunton, a resident 
and former councillor, then 
filed an application with the 
courts for a recount of bal¬ 
lots cast. Brunton said he 
applied for a court order 
because of the number of 
ballots Noyes told him were 
not read by vote-tabulating 
machines. In a race decided 
by only a handful of votes, 
he said a hand count is nec¬ 
essary to bring closure. 

“I’m satisfied it’s over. I 
think we got to look at the 
ballots that we wanted to 
see," Brunton said following 
Friday’s procedure. 

Brunton said he doesn’t 
have plans to take any fur¬ 
ther legal action. 

Neither does Noyes. 

“As far as I’m concerned 
it’s it for me. I'm satisfied 
with the result,” she said. 


"Wished it was different, 
but it’s not. I have a great 
life, a great family, great 
friends. I want to thank all 
my friends and family and 
all those that supported me. 
I think I had wonderful sup¬ 
port throughout the elec- 

She said with such a close 
election, it was important 
every effort be made to 
“count every ballot."

could have been the other 
way. They could have all 
been for Doug, they could 
have all been for me and it 
would have changed the 
outcome.” 

Noyes said she's disap¬ 
pointed it took this long to 
conduct the full-scale 
recount. 


Last week, the newly 
sworn council, which has 
four fresh faces, directed 
staff to work out an agree¬ 
ment with Brunton. The 
direction came after coun¬ 
cillors held a closed ses¬ 
sion, where they discussed 
the recount litigation 
between the town and the 
applicant. Martin declared 
a conflict of interest since 
the issue direcfiy involved 
him. He abstained from the 
discussion and the vote. 

The current council’s 
decision was a reversal of 
the one made by the previ¬ 
ous council to oppose 
Brunton’s application. 

"I think the previous 
council opposition and 
hiring the Toronto lawyer 
was the wrong decision to 


make,” said Noyes. "We 
could have got to this con¬ 
clusion in early 
November.” 

Noyes, an occupational 
therapist and 13-year vet¬ 
eran of municipal council, 
wouldn’t rule out another 
run at politics. In fact, the 
former Ward 6 councillor 
hinted at it. 

“I think I’m wired for 
politics. I really am,” she 
said. “There's a lot of won¬ 
derful organizations in 
town. I now have some free 
time on my hands, not put¬ 
ting the 18 to 20 hours into 
council that I did every 
week before. I will be look¬ 
ing at assisting the com¬ 
munity in any way I can 
and joining different 
organizations.”

Niagara resident describes mother’s journey with Alzheimer’s 


Looking back on it, the 
first sign that my mother 
was developing 
Alzheimer's came from a 
seemingly meaningless 
comment. 

Seven of us were on a 
Thanksgiving girls' out¬ 
ing - my mom, my two 
teenage daughters, a few 
cousins and me. We were 
riding in a minivan 
heading down the 401 
toward Kingston when, 
out of nowhere, my 
mother said: "I think 
someone is coming in 
my apartment when I'm 
not home and cleaning." 
We all paused to think 
about this, then one of 
my quick-witted cousins

quipped: "Well, send 
them to my place when 
they're done." And we all 
laughed and nothing 
more was said. 

I know, now, that if we 
had asked why she 
thought this, my mother 
would have said it was 
because her things had 
been moved and put in 
different places - places 
that she would have 
never put them. Or 
something might have 
been missing for a while 
and then suddenly turn 
up. And it would have all 


been the fault of the 
mystery "cleaner" com¬ 
ing into her apartment. 

This should have been 
the first indication that 
something was wrong 
with my mother. 

I know now that the 
mysterious "moving" of 
possessions - clothing, 
money, books, eyeglass¬ 
es, food - is one of the 
signs of Alzheimer's. It 
was my mother, of 
course, putting things in 
places she couldn't 
remember but sure that 
someone else was doing 
it. For a short while she 
became obsessed with a 
metal tray she had been 
given as a wedding gift 


almost 60 years earlier. It 
had spent many years on 
a shelf in her storage 
room and now she 
couldn't find it. She had 
the superintendent come 
into her apartment to 
look for it. She told him 
she thought someone 
had a key and was com¬ 
ing into her apartment to 
take things. He asked her 
who else had a key. No 
one. I found the tray, 
months later, hidden 
behind a bookcase in her 
bedroom. Another time 
she called me in a panic. 
She had been counting 
her money and had left it 
on the dining room table. 
She had only left it there 


for five minutes, she said, 
and someone had come 
into the apartment and 
taken some of it. Later 
she called back to tell me 
it had been returned - 
placed in her purse. 

A month or so after 
the first comment, I 
drove the two hours to 
Toronto to take my 
mother Christmas shop¬ 
ping. We have a large 
family and I knew we'd 
have to spread the shop¬ 
ping out over a couple of 
weekends. We bought a 
lot of presents the first 
weekend and my mom 
made me promise to 
bring gift wrap and tape 
when I came back the 


next weekend so we 
could wrap it. When I 
returned, she was pan¬ 
icked. It would be 
Christmas soon and she 
had no shopping done. 
Huh? How could she 
have forgotten the hours 
we spent in a hot and 
crowded mall a week 
earlier? When it came 
time to wrap the gifts 
and write out the name 
cards, my mother was 
confused. Even with the 
name of the recipient in 
front of her, she had diffi¬ 
culty printing it on the 
gift card. And taping the 
card to the gift?

Conservative leader 
protesting hikes 


An Ontario PC government 
will deliver a long-term, prag¬ 
matic energy plan for Ontario 
that puts consumers first, MPP 
Tim Hudak said recently. 

Hudak braved the cold 
weather to protest Liberal 
hydro policies in front of the 
Hydro One transformer sta¬ 
tion on Ontario Street in 
Beamsville, one of a few stops 
around the region. 

“In January, usually it’s the 
credit card bill families are are 
most afraid to open when it 
arrives in the mail. This year, 
it’s the hydro bill. We must 
place the consumer’s ability to 
pay at the forefront of all ener¬ 
gy sector decisions and 
respect that they pay the bills,” 
Hudak said in a statement. 

He said that hydro rates 
have increased 75 per cent 
under Dalton McGuinty’s 
government or over 100 per 


cent if your smart metre has 
been activated. 

Hudak said that the PCs 
believe that energy policy 
should be treated as econom¬ 
ic policy and not as a social 
program. 

“When you add in the 
impact of the HST and other 
rate increases, rising hydro 
bills are forcing many families 
to make difficult decisions 
such as whether they can 
afford to keep the kids in 
minor hockey or figure skat¬ 
ing, or go on family outings 
that help to bolster the local 
economy,” said Hudak, the 
leader of the official opposi¬ 
tion. 

He said that a typical family 
pays about $120.88 a month. 
Over the next five years, under 
a Liberal government, that 
would increase to $181.88 a 
month.

Sometimes she got it on 
the gift, but just as often it 
was taped to the tablecloth 
or an unused piece of gift 

Things began to get more 
concerning. She got lost in a 
neighbourhood she had 
known for decades. 
Fortunately she was able to 
realize she needed help and 
went into a nearby school 
and told them she was lost. 
At her birthday in January, 
she had a scrape on the 
bridge of her nose that she 
was unable to explain. As we 


sat around the table eating 
birthday cake she scanned 
faces, looking for my oldest 
daughter to tell her some- 

She didn’t recognize her, 
so passed the message on to 
someone else. 

Later, my oldest daughter 
asked me sadly, “Why didn’t 
grandma recognize me?" 
My mother began forgetting 
words. There would be paus¬ 
es in her conversation while 
she tried to think of the word 
she wanted. “How do you 
say ...” became a standard 
part of her conversation. 

She spent a lot of time 


going to the supermarket. In 
our daily telephone conver¬ 
sation, she would tell me 
that she was making a shop¬ 
ping list and would be head¬ 
ing out soon. Months later, 
as my cousins helped me 
clean out her apartment, we 
found dozens and dozens of 
cans of food stored in a clos¬ 
et. Some of it was years' old 
and well beyond its expiry 

Much of it was tinned 
pineapple. My mother hates 
tinned pineapple. 

One of the hardest things 
I’ve had to do is take action 
on my mother’s forgetful¬ 


ness. How do you tell the 
person who has always been 
there to look after you, that 
you think they may have 
Alzehimer's? 

Getting her to a doctor to 
get an assessment was 
tricky. Doctor-patient confi¬ 
dentiality means doctors 
can’t talk to you about their 
patients - even the mother 
you suspect has dementia. 
On the advice of a member 
of the local Alzheimer’s 
Society, I wrote the doctor a 
letter.

letter in front of her and 
knew my concerns. A refer¬ 
ral to a geriatric specialist 
followed. I went with my 
mother that day too. I 
expected it to be simple 
memory tests, but there 
were other tests as well. At 
one point, my mother was 
asked to draw a clock. She 
drew a circle. No numbers, 
no hands. She was asked to 
indicate a certain time. 
Somewhere on the paper 
outside the circle, she drew 

Asked to count back from 
100 by 7s, my mother made 
it to 72 and then stopped. 


The diagnosis: 

Alzheimer’s. Late stage one 
or early stage two. There are 
only three stages. The doctor 
warned me that my mother 
would go along as she was 
for a time, but then there 
would be a sudden drop off 
in abilities. Think of a water¬ 
fall, she told me. And she 
was right. That sudden 
change in my mother came 
just two months later and it 
was so fast and went so far 
that it was frightening. But at 
least I was now prepared for 
it. Or as prepared as you can 
ever be for something like 
that.

Food bank challenge sees 
participants eat only 
non-perishable foods 


> MPP Kim Craitor says it 
would cost $1 Billion to

Everywhere in the world, people 
struggle to consistently put healthy 
and regular meals on the table. 

In Ontario, the people behind one 
initiative called Put Food in the 
Budget, feels the government needs 
to step in and help alleviate this 
problem. 

Last Wednesday, at the Salvation 
Army on Gilmore Road, some of the 
35 individuals who participated in 
the food bank challenge, that 
required them to eat only non-per- 
ishables for just over a week gath¬ 
ered to hear each others' stories. 

The guest speaker of the night was 
Mike Balkwill, the provincial co¬ 
ordinator for the program. 

Since starting the program last 
year, he has met with 45 members of 
provincial parliament, petitioning 
them to tell the premier that what 
people who received assistance from 
the government are allocated each 
month. simnlv 


"Certainly I support it," said 
Craitor, who is Fort Erie's represen¬ 
tative at Queen's Park. 

Privy to this initiative a while back, 
Craitor said he approached the min¬ 
istry of community and social servic¬ 
es, to find out if anything could be 

He was told it would cost $1 billion 
to provide everyone living on social 
assistance an extra one hundred dol¬ 
lars per month. 

"It doesn't mean we shouldn't do 
it, it just gives you a perspective of 
how big the need is," said Craitor. 

Chris Kerho, principal of St. 
George's Catholic School took the 
challenge along with teachers 
Andrea Pinelli and Melissa Tancredi. 

He said their participation fit nice¬ 
ly into the school's monthly liturgy, 
where a different Catholic value is 
identified. This month's theme was 
"justice." 

He said taking the challenge was a 
real "eye opener" and that living off 
this diet isn't as easy as some might
